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With Her Massive Bronze Figi 
Elza May hew Is Travelling

If one U familiar tcith the worka of aeulpereaa 
Tlaa kinyhmt>n it i$ inevitable that one of the emotiona 
felt upon meeting the artUt herself for the first time 
is that of surprise • • • because the great metal east- 
ings tehich she creates are so soaring and massive 
thm the mental concept one has of the carver and 
builder is that she musU of net'essity^ be large and 
muscular. 

But she isn't. 

On the contrary, she's of medium height, slender, 
girlish in figure, and not a bit "massive** in either 
manner, speech, or style, 

Thb» is rather a thhiiing year 
for her. Stie has recently com¬ 
pleted many months of hard 
work on some ol her most im¬ 
portant pieces, her idxth one- 
man «ho\^ has just been pre¬ 
sented at the Victoria Art Gal¬ 
lery, and siie has been chosen 
as one of two artists (at thts 
w'riting Uie second is as yet 
unnamed I for the high honor 
Ol reprei^enting her native Can¬ 
ada at Uie world femous ari 
festival in lUny, the forthcom¬ 
ing Venice Biennale for 1964. 

In the meantime, from the 
local gailer> some of her pieces 
go to TotxMto lor yet another 
sl>ow, and alter that the chosen 
wx>rks will be shipped to tne 
continent for tiie p«nd open¬ 
ing alKxit the middle of June. 

One can understand that the 
Victoria sculpireM la hap^ about 
tills. The Biennale is. aUdr all, the 
biggest oontemporary alt exhibi¬ 
tion In (he work}, on whose many 
acres will be assembled the ac- 
knowledsed top-ftiglit artioU from 
ever> country on earth—and their 
work. 

For the uninitiated, the Biennale 
ki Bo named becauae U takes place 
every second year, the correspond¬ 
ing shows being given during the 
inter\’ening. or odd numbered 
yewrs, in Brazil. 

For the past decade Elza May- 
hew has worked like a day laborer 
at h€v particular form of art. In 
tier earlier years, she says, she 
wasn't conscious of the overwhelm¬ 
ing desire to create which she now 
feels. Born in Victoria, widowed 
during the war. with two children 
now grown, her flnri unlveisliy 
honom were won in French and 
Latin. In 1963. while her fatheix 
inlaw. Robert W. Mayhew. was 
Canadian Ambassador to Japan, 
she too spent a year there, and 
used the time to study the art and 
culture of the counliy, to atist‘ss 
her own hopes, ambidona and 
cupabilitlea. ai^ to decide her next 
course of action. One thing she 
was sure of she didn't want to do 
'dull' things nor it would set>m. 
did she want to do small things. 
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I At which point it oonim to thia 
wiiier tlial. in a land of litiio 
people w'lM perfected art in nmia- 
ture. It IS something of an anomaly 
that this particular artaat 
evolved such a taste for the tow¬ 
ering and the majeaticl. Studying 
the sculptured pieces in the oyster- 
white living room of her apart¬ 
ment at 1178 Beach Drive, even 
the smallest of which are bronze, 
ahd heavy, one can ace that such 
hobbies as painting on china, for 
instance, would probably give her 
no pleasure. 

‘'When I returned from Japan.” 
ahe said. “1 had stnmg feelings 
about art, and I wanted to ex¬ 
plore.’* 

She began to atudy and work 
with Jan Zarh. and it didn't take 
her kmg to discover her own par¬ 
ticular metier. She eonoidera that 
there are three claaaea of Jculp- 
tom: the carver, the modeller, and 
the builder wtw usea the struo- 
tuial approach. She herself is a 
carver. Her work la abstract In 
form and feeling, and she prefers 
the coarser textured for Its desel- 
opment. Again, an urge for alze. 
She completes only about halt a 
dozen p eces a year because of 
this, as the actual labor of produc¬ 
tion must be preceded by monlhi 
of designing and drawrtng. 

After some years of study with 
Zach in Victoria, he left to take up 
a university position in Eugene, 
Oregon. However, to Mrs. May- 
haw's great tttisfactlon. she pres¬ 
ently was offered the opportunity 
to go south heraell, and work 
again with 2iach. this time aa 
amislant teacher In the unlverrity. 
She has recently returned after 
some IS months there. 

During that period she com¬ 
pleted her newest and moat out- 
itanding pieces, and was given a 
showing of fourteen sculptures on 
the plaza of Eugene’s new Hu- 
manitleB Building. *n)e strentMus 
physical effort they took ia a thing 
ahe delights In. Not for her the 
oomperaliveriy light chorea with 
paint brush, typewriter, f>r tewing 
machine. Elza Mayhew's work Is 
done in foundry and machine shop. 

It. starts on a draw ing board, 
certainly. Then it progr os a cs to 
jO'Tofoam carvings which are sub¬ 
sequently buried in coarM sand, 
to give the rough texture she likes, 
and then carted off to the foundry 
for casting. The next step ia the 
removal of the weighty castings, 
in separate sections when if cornea 
to (he larger pieces such aa the

Since foe^ many yean I hove wrved 
my public wMi food and drink, a-hat 
better inferat could 1 And than to etudy 
the food and wine ot the country moat 
faafwui for them ki the world? So when 
1 found myaelf about to attend a meeting 
of the Executive Oommittee of Che Inter- 
nahovMl Hotel Aaaodation hi Pirta early 
in February my ptana induded a lour of 
the social wine and food ccntrei between 
Faria ami the RMera.

Aa wc entered the door wa 
said '‘For better, tor waroe. tlws has to be It;** 
but it was all gwod, aod ak learned bow great 
the spicad b in hotel and rcetauram piicca. 
We had to taka a room without private bath, 
but olherwiaa it left nothing to be desired— 
fr.endly weicoma, speUeosly ilraa. good be^ 
With pre-dinner drinks, aa excelient dinner 
well servud and Inchidlng a boiile of the local 
white wine, a good steep and a h|brty break¬ 
fast, our Mil waa very sligM^ more thaa half 
what lunch akusa kad coot ns toi Avallon. 

February la not the aafoai time weather- 
wise to visit France, but oext morning in very 
pleasant weather we te amed what an intereab 
ing old town Autun is—graceful ISlh century 
buildings, ■ beautifoi cathedral and a Ane 
museum. Aa we prepared la leave by an early 
afternoon train we bad another good break 
when the charming and friendly owner of the 
holH (who. by (he wap, had lost everything 
he owned In Tunisia and waa making a fresh 
start in Autun) Informed ua he waa driving 
to our neat stop, Dijon, and Invited us to rMa 
with him and bite tesntly. Tida gave ui an o|k 
periunlty to sea the pleasant eountrysUie. Wa 
left our host in Dijtm, addeh writh Beaune la 
practically the centre of France's moot fanwos 
wine and food Muolry, 

In Dijon we stayed ai Ike Hotel Chapaaa 
Rouge, which, although net a Michelia ''three 
star,** Is most comfortable, writh all modem 
fwnveTaences installed in a fintous old h o stelry, 
and with exceitefM cwiekia. Frmn here by car 
we vMted Beaune, oosne 30 mitea away, and 
explored |u famous wine cellars. 

We left Dijon mMoAemoon. and should 
have been at our next **threa star” stop 
Vienne, at 7 p.iK. bat kha. aaesher stupid aate- 
take changed our pteaa ante more. We buai'di'd 
the right train, but didn't have the sense to 
knew that we should have ioehed for a special 
coach marked ‘‘Vienne' which again is on a 
s^de Hne. Since madocceae never seem ta 
bother looking a( tleketa once you are on the 
train, we had no way of finding out our mia> 
take until «ve were well post the point whiea 
our speriai car would have been diverted. The 
reouR was a niglM In Cranobis, for elf eur 
courae, and the wont ot it waa that knee wa 
could blame na one but ouroelve!* we had le 
pay our tore to Grenoble and baric, as wen aa 
for our hotel and breakfast in GrenoMe. How¬ 
ever. early neat mornkig asa were on our way 
again, and about Ik a.aL found ourtelvea ta 
lovely Vienne, which bacaaae a MghlighI af 
the whole tour.

eouver cellar back in 1912, caus¬ 
ing the police to back track 20 
years to ctstch up on an old Sey¬ 
mour Street mystery. 

Which occasionally is the 
trouble teUh old bones; they hare 
an uncanny habit of coming to 
light. 

B.C.*s 5.000-mile coastline {if 
you take in all the islands and 
channels) has had its share of 
skeleton stories, especially back in 
the early days when there were 
fewer people around to notice 
what went on. 

Take the case of Mickey Maioney and 
Pat Whelan, a coi4>le of Thuiiow Island 
trappers whose disappearance from their 
tisual haunt some time in the fail of 1909 
went practically unnoticed. It wasn’t until 
April, 1913, that someone stumbled across 
their skeletons on one of the rare beaches 
fronting Noddies Chann^. Under Whelan 
lay his rusty rifle, a shell in the breech 
and two in the magazine, apparently 
dropped from his hands. 

ProN’lndal Constable W. H. "Bill’’ Lines 
from Quathiaski Cove (CampbHl River 
didn't rate a policeman then) made the 
initial investigation, idmtifying both men 
by their watches and a jack>knife, and a 
doctor said later both men died from head 
injuries received from behind. Despite a 
lei^thy police investigation that toc^ m 
hundreds of miles of islands and inter* 
lodcing waterways, not a scrap of further 
evidence shed li^t on what remained 
‘The Thurlow Island Mystery.’* 

Time of course Was the etecnent that worked 
against a solution. Just as It did In many early* 
day casee when so many strangers invaded the 
wiklerneM. never bothenng to flic a “flight 
plan." When these wanderers weren’t missed, 
no one seerrhed; and even with a search au> 
thorlties often didn't come up with an answer 
- aa in the famous Cowper case which created 
BO much interest back In the late seventies, 
focussing attention for about the first time on 
Kitlmat, up at the head end of Douglas 
CiMnnri 

Here among a handful of Haislaa nere two 
white traders. “Kllimat Frank" Armstrong and 
John Cowper Fur was the mainstay of the 
partners, and if the truth were knou'n. they 
used mostly rum for a medium of exchange. 

Came a day when Cou-per set off by canoe 
to catch the coastal steamer Otter at China 
Hat, about lOO miles down the coast near 
Klemtu. He never caught The Otter for some¬ 
where between the head of Douglas Channel 
and Swindle Island he vanished. 

When weeks went by. his partner got sus¬ 
picious, and the police investigated; which, 
though it has a ring of .simplicity, meant that 
a provincHal constable from Nanaimo had to 
be able to sail a SO-foot skmp across Queen 
Charlotte .Sound, and at the same lime be con¬ 
versant with at least three Indian dialecta. plus 
Chinook! 

Though not a trace of Cowper or his Mnoa 
was found, the policeman dk) gel hold of ^ 
bit of goflsip. later confirmed in part by Arm-' 
alrong. AfHMtntnlly months before, Cowper 
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employed a couple of Indian brothers, Jim and 
Peter Starr, to freight in auppl.es by canoe. 
When one day he charged the brothers with 
pinching some of the goods, harsh words were 
exchanged and the brothmi were fired. 

Peter, the t^der, had pretensiorw to being 
a bM o< a mediane man. and later when he 
thought over some of Cowper's remarks, re¬ 
venge came uppermost In his mind. Which 
would be the occasltm to call up ail the witches 
and warlocks he could lay his longue to. urg¬ 
ing them to do their worst with Cowper. 

As Cowper stayed dlaaf^nintlngly healthy, 
Peter, being an adept acHt of prachtkmier, 
gradually impressed his younger brother with 
the fadt that the s|hiiU wanted him to act as 
executioner. 

AcoMxllng to nimm* It was soon after that 
Cowper see off on his trip to China Hat. the 
brothers discreetly folkiwing. Somewhere on 
the trip Jim. egged on by Peter, murdered 
Cowper. Whether it was by axe, gun or knife 
no one oouk) say.

In the happy-go-lucky fashion of thooe^ys 
— which often worked the constable picked up 
the Starr brothers and sailed th«n clear down 
to Victoria to lock them up. Then he returned 
to Klemtu to take another whirl at lacking up 
any evidence. Nothing came to light, so after 
about three months the Starr brothers were 
turned loose. 

It was in the spring of 1892, 16 yesm after 
Cowper's mystei-ious disappearance, that store* 
keeper Steve Munson arrived in Victoria from 
China Hal with a story to tell. Seems that 
a few weeks before his small son was setting 
out mink houaes in the mouth of a creek when 
Just under the water, near shore, he sew a 
whitened leg bone sticking out from under a 
rock. He told his father, and the next day the 
pair started pulling rocks aside from what 
seemed at first glance a rock slide. When they 
finished their labors they were looking at the 
Mattered remains of a canoe, beside it the 
skeleton of a man. It waa really the canoe 
that gave them the inkling that they’d come 
across the long-forgollen remains of Jack 
Cowper. Whether the medicine man's curse 
stlU fingered on it's hard to say. but strange 
to relate a couple of days after the gruesome 
discovery, Munson's boy died as the result of 
the aoci^nlal discharge of his shotgun. Despite 
another police investigation, the “Mystery of 
C^lna Hat” remained, as the Scota have it, 
“not proven " 

There's another skeleton story with a dis¬ 
tinct air of mystery that came to light further 
down the coast ab<wl 60 years ago. It was on 
Vancouver Island, not far from Cape Scott, 
that back In the spring of 1905, Tom Ilstad 
and Phil Nordstrom, a couple of QuatMno't 
pionem. made the di-scovery. Th^ happened 
to be trailing a wounded cougar on the rocky 
shoreline of Raft Bay. between Kyoquot and 
Cape Cook, which Is'as wild and desolate a 
bit of country as a man could find himself In. 
The kind of spot where often you have to 


travel on hands and knees through the game 
trails that thread the 10 and 12 tout high Jungle 
of matted salal and devil's dub. It w'a.>i alter 
an hour of this tortuous sort of pursuit that 
the pair came unexpectedly to the entrance of 
a limestone cave. Cautiously they entered, 
and when their eyes got accustomed to the 
gloom they were astonished to find that the 
cavern was a veritable cbaii)el house of 
human remains! 

Still inquisitive, hawever, they lit a fire 
and after a little further investigation mme 
to the conclusion that the remains certainly 
weren't those of Indians. The skulls, for one 
thing, didn't look Indian, neither were the tedh 
ground flat through the abrasion of sand in 
the food. 

ITte bonee they noticed «we encnMted with 
a sort of limestone crystals, which gave them 
the idea they had be^ there a pretty long 
time. I might add that both these n^n were 
pretty intelligent types, especially Ilstad who 
was not only weQ read, but for a rui-al settler, 
noted for hla excellent private library. So we 
can credit them with careful Investigation, 
whldi IcmI them to the opinion that the bones 
represented at least 36 peraona men. women 
and children. 

Later, talking over their discovery with 
Carl Christenaen, schoed teacher and .secretary 
of the Cape Scott colony, they learned that 
the cave seemed to be unknown to any whites 
or Indians in the region. Christen.sen. Just as 
interested, looked over four skulls that the 
investigators brought from the cave, and sent 
one of them down to Victoria for examination 
by the late Dr. C. F. Newcombe. an anlhr«> 
poiogiat and at that time perhaps the prov¬ 
ince's leading expert on Indians. Newcombe 
examined the skull and pronounced it that of 
a young male Caucasian, prc^bly 19 or 20 
years of age, who had died from a Mow un 
the head, pmbably from an axe. 

I can’t find that there's a sequel to this 
IntereMing story, and the number of skeletons 
doesn't Jibe with the record of anv shipwreck 
In that region. Though Tom Ilsiart died in 
1942. maybe present-day members of the family 
at Quatsino have a word to add. 

Men of Mystery 

Finally from the far off Omenica country 
comes our last skeleton ator> ; a bit of hocus 
pocuf In which a couple of dead men wei« 
InvMved in the neamt thing to a lynching 
B.C. has ever seen! 

' This story takes us back to 1898 w hen the 
Klondike exdtemerx was at its height, and Vic¬ 
toria. Vancouver and Seattle rivalling each 
other aa outfitting points. On a gusty after¬ 
noon that March, among the gold-fevered honie 
that poured from the San Francistro boat out 
at Rlthet's dock, was a particular group that, 
during their short stay In Victoria, kept very 
much to themselvea. If it was .soon Ms'n to 
newaracfi that they were all of one party. I| 
waa alao equally friain that they weren't im-' 
parting a due aa to where they were headed 
or why. There could be only one rea.son of 
course tor their af^iearance in towm. and that » 
was the lure of gold. The fact that they ap¬ 
peared to be a group of neatly dressed busi¬ 
nessmen didn't cut any Ice; gold seekers ar¬ 
rived In every guiae. from derby haU and 
Prince Alberts to fringed buckskin shirts and 
elk hide boots. 
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Were Girder and His Party Among Those Present? 




In the days that hiUoued lha fToup poaed 
• bat ei a challauga lo Um oauAinao, parUcu- 
larly when they caught the tantalizing hint 
that ti>e tight-mouthed strangMu had all tub- 
scrihad ao a solemn oath not to dKnalge where 
tfiey were going! PlnoUy, howmwr. by a bit 
of dellcalc po'lng it «ma learnod that the gaide 
and organiaer of the party w one W. F. 
Girder of Stockton, hla scoond in oominond 
Lk A. Jones of Fresno. 

Finally N leak e d ewt In some fha hl ew that 
the gn>up was headed for tile Omenica to cash 
in on a fabulous gold (Macosery that had been 
made In the last couple of monlha. WMcli 
prohahly oauaed the bearded J. F. Bledsoe 
(who wrote The CalaalBl*a mining column> to 
muUcr the gay nineties equivaleBl of “Yea 
Buat be kkMing!“ 

Further eonjeeture woo cut ahort when the 
pviy. Hi men and two women, boarded the 
Bafhara Boarowiiz and headed for Pmt Eaalng- 
ton at the mouth of the Skeena. 

A month later came a omriUtig develop¬ 
ment; not only was Mr. Girder hack in Vic¬ 
toria. hut back in the custody oi Provindai 
Constwble Norrie'of Port EsalngtMt. 'ntree 
othen who tagged along In the rear aa Norrlt 
ate « wed n^er lo a cell in the poiiea aMdon, 
weren't prHoners; they wera i iiii a Hba ra of 
Glrtlnr*a pony who had oome along at Hmr 
own expense luat lo make aure that Mr. GMer 
teidrd In a refl! 

> 'nwae three, their aath af Mcrecy now 
hhandoned had an int er a s ting story to tiril. 

It arems that down in Calltamla, aarllfT 
In the year. Girder dnnilatcKl am attiddive. 
printed proapretua telling of his trip to tho 
Omenica. de^riblng not only iha country in 
detai buLaJso a airange adMmiure that befell 
him. He had run acroas two old proopeetDra. 
Hathaway and RoMnaosi one dead, tiie other 
dying, ilic dying man. Gideon Hathaway, 
thankful perhaps frir the last-minutc ecanfort 
of Girder's presence. lewt-aled the aecret Of an 
enormously rich strike the pair had recently 
fnade on IVmi's Creek. Before his quavering 
tones were stilled In death. oH Gideon with 
shaking hand entrustcrl O rder wHh a rough 
sketch showing how ttw bon.inza could bo 
reached, and for addItW'al proof made Girder 
reach fbr a wash leather hag In which there 
were some heflr looking nuggela. One araa 
later valued at S400!

then with aimpie solemracy buried the two 
wikierneas characiers. 

Hastening back to California, he had no 
difficulty in getting 50 xuluntcera whom he 
swore to scci'pcy. coUrcUng from each a $73 
token of thHr interest and goodwill. 

When the 52 reached Port Esaington. Mm. 
Girder and a Miv. Dahlgreti stayed with tlie 
freight, w'hile the men pushed on up Ihe 
Skeena. and it was during this trip that aome- 
how auapk-km gi'ew In aotre minds that Gtrdm 
wasn't exactly on the level. For one thing, 
it was noticed (hat after he passed the hat 
around W pay some Indian packers, he handed 
over only half the amount collected. For an¬ 
other thing for a man as experienced in Hie 
northland. as he aakl he was. he didn't seem 
to know much about the trail! In fact he didn't 
have any sense of direction* 

Finally as they neared Hazellon. two or 
three of the more auspicious slipped off un- 
notiend with the Idea of getting into Haxclton 
ahead of Girder and doing a little cheeking up. 

ITtey made it alright, and in a day of rapid 
diKOvery found that OirdiT had been in Hat¬ 
ton but no further. They also ran Inifthe man 
from whom Girder had bought hla nuggets, 
J. D. “Jimmy'' Wells, a aub-mlning recorder. 
Which of courae brought out Ihe story about 
the dying prospeolor. which in turn oauaed 
Mr. Weib a good deal of merriment. 

Finally they showed Welts Ginder'a printed 
prospectus. He studied it lor a minute or two. 
then harkded it back.. "That descriprkm of the 
country." he said, "is moetly taken from Dr.

When Girder and the rest the party ar¬ 
rived in HazHtem a day later, (here were some 
fast conauiratlonn among the group.

It never 
came off. 

You're wondering of coarse how skelefotM 
figure in this story. 

It's quite Ample. There actually were a 
couple of men called Hathaway and RoMtwon 
who died in a lonely eaMn near the Nation 
River. Gideon Hathaway came from Massa¬ 
chusetts and John Robinson from Harbor 
Grace, Nmvfoundland. They had been forty- 
niners In CsHfomta. fifty-nineri In Vkbaria, 
and no doubt sixty-nlnera in Barkervllle. Fi¬ 
nally fMdng past theW |wlme they still aoaght 
the elusive toof of the rainbow fa the Omenica 
country. 

Trouble waa they had been dead eight years 
before Girder dreamed up hla deathbed con. 
venation with Gidean! If Girder spoke the 
truth, then he had been talking te a akelelon!

Bui Edward Mallandaim’s first 
Ibm was arcMttctyia. In London 
he had wortied for the dhilhet 
aurveyora* office where be had 
viewed «a many as 30 buildina* a 
day. presumably to see that they 
met ihe requirements of the Met' 
lupoiitsn ACC la hW spare time 
he drew innumerable architectanil 
ptsm himself, and he studied at 
an srchUeetural institute. It was 
a routine that Ml IMtIe ttmc lor 
tsiher Crienda er sleep; afiaa he 
Adffi'i fet to tMd unai 4 a.m. 

Vnhappy with his ehancae for 
adv*ancefnent, he left hli first em¬ 
ployer and worked aa amlBtant U 
another ardittsct. When a first 
love affair eitded in the tragic 
death of his wife and baby, he 
Bought new see nag; fim Austra¬ 
lia. then Callibrnla. and fInaUy 

ac. 

In those days Victoria waa not 
large enough tar Mallsndalne ta 
axeroUe his arehlteetural talents, 
and he waa taroed to aam his bv- 


It was during thiwe years dial 
he published his diractorios which 
have been Invaluable la oMdem 
Mawriaffw. One of the find cow 
talned 90 pagea of namaa ol Vio 
lorla. New WaataUnater. Naadbaa 
and country dtatrict leoMenis. 

In IfiM MaOantaiine m a rried 
IwwLsa Townaend who had 
to VIeiovta BB the bride ah^ Tyna- 
mouch four ycata sarhar. 

The next faw years were tpmd 
snes. A Isiniiy oame along. Iwo 
aons In the first two years of thsir 
marriage, follemcd by three mors 
children. 

Victoria grew ia the TOa ta 
srhere she could use the a ervleea 
of an architect and Mallandalnc 
was kept busy. He prepared elab¬ 
orate plans for a customs house 
and post office that waa to have 
PO-foot frontage and a depth af 9S 
feet with 12 feet reserved in the 
rear for offlcee. There were to 
be atone ilaIrcaiNa and an IlaliM 
Btytr cut atone tending. He aaci- 
mated that the building would coat 
S^hon and asked for a 4 per cent 
commisaion. 


Although the choice plum was 
Iasi, Mallandalne did not wmIc 
Ume In regrst. He went on to de¬ 
sign many private bameK. inctu^ 
ing a laaidence and gtore tor S. 
Burt. OD Government Street, and 
several achoota, InehMHng one lor 
CoRKO. and the Mstehosin chuich. 

Worhliv late, by the light of 
eoal ofl tenpa, ha produced plana 
tor fhapcaof city Uaefcs tor an in- 
auraaoe ooinpaBy^ and In the day¬ 
time be aurveyai at HM dockyard 
the naval ewastery, and the hoa- 
pitaL He drew ptena lor a holal 
near tae eU Jamas Bay Bridge 
where. 14 yeara later, the Emprcai 
Hotel waa bulM. 

None ol ttite waa very profM- 
ahla, but Mallaadalne managed to 
Buppoat hli grearlng family, if not 
hixurlotady at least ad^uately. 
The fine plans he tavw tor other 
peopled h o UP Si ware aot tor hbn. 
He lived first M Fbrl Street, and 
later at 54 Government Street near 
DsUm Road. 


The family grew up. Loutea 
married. Fred drmvned while duck 
hunting off the Vktocte water¬ 
front. Edward went into the 
Interior to begin bis career aa a 
surveyor. Charles remained in 
Victoria. Mallandalne considered 
buying a home tor the later years. 

Growing old, Edward Mailan- 
daine pored over bis last major 
set af plans. These were for a 
new JanMB Bay Bridge. He dMnT 
know that hia own sons had nearly 
burned ihe old bridge when they 
had set adiifl on Ihe harbor a box 
of oil-soaked shavings and paper 
after a teacher had told young Ed¬ 
ward that he "would never ael the 
harhnr afire." lefnllng, ot reurae, 
to the boy’s ichcrfastic adequacy. 

Again the architect suffered dis¬ 
appointment; the plans were not 
used. 


The Mallandaines retired to 
S80 Simcoe Street. Here bi a IS* 
room house that kwhed as ihough 
It hsd expanded kaphanrdly. the 
Clever arrhiioec pored over ptena 
of fine buildings the like of which 
be would never live in, and kept 
sbreoet of the news. Alwa)« an 
inveterate writer of lettera to tho 
etbUMT. he wrote fnquently to The 
Colantel between 1880 and 1889. 
Everything ioterea te d him: tho 
muddy IfetdiOBln road that pre¬ 
vented aetCtors from marketing 
(heir produce; the dying sealing 
Iridufliry; the Alaska boandary: 
site hypaottean.* He spok e out 
i^ainot snnesalkin by the United 
Steles, and favond Oen l ade ra tton. 
He objected to a p r opoa tte f«Ty 
fium B eec h ey Head to Port An* 
gates on the grounds that tt would 
build Stottls and Taoooia at the 
expense of Victoria. He saw no 
need for a ferry to the mainland; 
the CPR was good enough. 

Here at Simcoe Street he wrote 
Ms mtwMira. In bis neat haad- 
wTltlng he told vividly af hte life. 
Finally, in 1906. when he was '78 
years (^d. he laid down hh pen 
lor the last time. Edward Mai- 
tendalne, aametimes successful, 
often fi^rated. always iniellsn- 
tUBlIy been, araa dead. 

Mia. Mallandalne Bved aa lor 
30 more years. The year before 
her deoth The r tewtei told of her 
Mth Wfthday perty. At 90 Stacoo 
Iter guoots oxamlned papers and 
manuairipti eo H eeied by firtiiard 
Maltendalne, the architect. They 
saw a Hat of the volunteers wtm 
fought Indians at Bute Inlet after 
a survey party was murdered 
there, and a guo used at Ihe same 
affray. ITiey fingered part of a 
aniform worn by the Hudson's 
Bay Rifles. From thin china cupa 
th^ drank tea made with water 
fronr the weH under the kitebea 
ttoor. 

About 1940 the bouse was sold, 
and with housewifely seal the amr 
lady af the house spring cleened. 
Overcoating her horror of tho 
ubiqtetous spiders la Ihe attic ohe 
carried armfuls of old newspapers 
and dasty architectural plaiw to 
the yard and burned them. WitMn 
hours the yrari of Edward Mal- 
tendaiaas’ labor were gone. 

Hte Msltendalneo were gtme, 
but the (dd bouse was alive with 
the laughter of children who heard 
H described at nearb}- South Park 
School as one of the original dwell¬ 
ings of Ihe Hudson's Bay Becfciey 
Farm. No proof existed, but since 
the houM was very old. It was not 
hsid to believe. The gardene flour- 
lihed once again. 

The house was soU again, and 
gnsdually Its age began ta show. 
Today it dts. apparently vacant, 
perhaps awaiting demoUtton and 
the erection iwi Ihe site of one of 
those modern apartment buildingt 
that are becoming so c om m o n place 
In VIctorta. If that dsy comes, 
let s not telnet Edward Mallan- 
daine. 1^'s perpHuaie his mem- 
pc?’ In the name of the now 
buUding. 


Ing by other mcana—first with the 
actMol. and then in 1864 as a eal* 
lector of debts and rental In 1870. 
he became city collector of taxes. 
He wrote that U waa "one of the 
few times I have foUowed advice 
given." It was "a hatefui bute- 
ness." he said. 

Perhaps an earlier experience 
siiouM have taught Bdward Mat¬ 
te ndalne that eefleeting money Is 
rarely a Happy affatr, for sihen 
aoliclting tor the Rifle Oorps in 
1881 he wae sewed of eoBect- 
ing mon^ antter fatee leetencee. 
Artgrfly he strode to the home of 
one E. C. Waddingtofi to demand 
an explanatton. TT»e vtelt ended 
fr a fiNt fight, and nursing a black 
eye, Mallandalne was charged with 
assault and fined £10.

ITiese ptena 
were put to use, and in 1874 Ed¬ 
ward Mallandalne found himsell 
employed at the lands and works 
office Five months later The 
Ctelmtet made the startling an¬ 
nouncement that he had been dis¬ 
missed tor refusing to undertake 
prolonged experiments with "car¬ 
bonic acid gas.~ Inter. In hte 
menwirs. he speaks of his su^iritie 
and disappointment when another 
was appointed resatent engineer of 
all public works.

How the Coumacs Were Saved by 


My reonotiM for fioing to Hornhy 
iglands fanloBtir plove^trere titn- 
fold, I trantetl a quiet $ummer 
hoHdoy triih tny wife and rhil- 
dren .. . and I wonted to gee the 
place where tlicelt the <dd man 
who could ttdk to the rareng. 
Ills gtory may he legend; but 
there is in if undoubtedly a geetl 
of truth. 

To UTtdersiand the story one muiS realize 
the position age bmught upon some of the 
members of Indian coa-st tnbei. Though life 
aet^ed generally easy, it was not necfusarily 
•o. When people became too old lo be useful 
to the tribe they were often banished from it. 
Theirs was a constant struggle with nature and 
they had to do as nature dictated. When a gull 
can no longer fly with the flock it must lag 
behind. When a seal ran no longer keep up 
with the herd it la left to fend for itself. So tt 
was for the Indian. It was something they all 
had to look forward to when old. So it was out 
of necessity rather than cruelty the decrepit 
were put out to fend for themselves. 

This led to many old men and women sud¬ 
denly becoming possessed of strange new 
"powers." suddenly being able to predict the 
future, to lell one's fortune and the like. Any¬ 
thing to rsrate the illusion of new usefu>rteM 
to the tnbK- 1 suppose that, in all fairness, 
one must admit the man who could talk to 
ravens fitted into this category. 

It happened before the arrival of the white 
man; back when the Indian ran his own life 
without interference and. contrary td the be¬ 
lief of aome, made a pretty good job of it. The 
old man In question became, no doubt, quite 
as suddenly and conveniently as any of the 
rest, able to converse with ravens. All the 
croaks and mysterious sounds these big. black 
birds made, the old man could, or claimed he 
couM, interpret. He must have been satisfac¬ 
torily convincing in hLs act fen* he remained 
a member In good standing of the commuhily 
at Viliage Point, Hornby I.sland. 

Village Point ha.s long since become Boulder 
Point. There are lots of boulders there, to 
be sure. But perhaps the name lefers lo the 
rows of large stones left from an old Indian 
fish trap. They used somehow to drive the 
fish into Its t^nflnes. keep them there until 
the tide W^nt out. then simply collect them. 

The OH man used to stand at the edge of 
the forest back of the village listening lo the 
Various sounds that ravens make. He would 
oome back with news as to whether It wouid 
Or wouKi not ram. whether the forthcoming 
fishing expedition would be successful or not, 
and so on. 

One day he came back with a prediction of 
much more importance. Instead of going to 
the village centre and giving out his various 
prophecies to a crowd of nonentities he went 
straight to the lodge of the chief. 

"T^ Nuchultaws are going lo make a dav- 
Dghl raid on our village in five da>s.’* he 
stated. 

This seemed incredible to the chief for two 
reasons. In the first p'ace they, the Comoucs 
flater Comox) of Hornby Island, had been at 
peace wilth the Niichultsws for several months 
and secondly, since raids, like most crimes, 
were usually committed in the obscurity of 
darkness. It was highly unlikely the Nuchul- 
taws w*ouid make a daylight attadt. Then 
when the old man trrid him where he had 
acquired this bit of alarming Information the 
chief was even more Inclined to disAedIt d. 
To get Ihe local weather report and the odds 
on Ihe fishing game W'a.« one thing- but to 
predict such an unlikkiy and singular attack 
as (he old man had Just described was quite 
another. No. ITje chief would not accept that. 
The edd man went away much disheartened. 

But He was not through yet. He could not 
give up. He would have to make his people 
believe. He went to the village centre to tell 
the people what Raven had told him. But tboee 
people, too. merely ridiculed and Jeered. D'.s- 
mnaolately he went home to his bed of cedar 
bark mats and dog hair blankets. 

Next day he tried again and once more 
he failed to convince hLs people. Now there 
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were but three daya left to prepare for the 
attack. Timd waa growing short. 

However, (he more he told the people of 
the prophecy the more zekikus he became and 
then. In the afternoon of the third day, his 
obvious conviction tended to convince the 
others. What did they stand to loose by being 
prepared? This became Ihe trend of thought, 
ft waa far b»>tter to be safe than sorry. T^ey 
hod ne\’er heard that old saying of course, but 
that was nevertheless the new direction of 
their thoughts. 

Then .suddenly It was decided' Yes. they 
would prepare. With great relief the old man 
saw his people heeding him at last. Someone 
was sent south to enlist the help of their 
fr'ends at the nearest Rnenymo <Nanaimo» 
village. This does not mean they went all 
the way south to Nanaimo but merely to the 
rearei^t fishing village which was probably not 
vi*ry far away. A band of chosen Snenymo 
warriors was sent to help. They were lo be 
stationed In the woods out of sight and when 
the time was jight. they would ambush the 
Nuehultaws froih the rear. 

On the day chosen by’ the old man's 
prophecy they prepared early, got into their 
assigned positions and settled down for a wait 
that could be either short or l»ng. The women 
did not go outside the stockades of the.village 
(the Indians, too. sometimes stockaded their 
villagesl to dig clams. Nor were the children 
aPowed to play on the beach. Everyone simply 
sat and watched and wailed. 

Time wore on and so did the nerve strain. 
The tension mounted to a peak but gradually 
was replaced by sheer boredom And K>redom 
fostered doubt, once again, in the old man's 
prediction. Here It was already afternoon of 
the i^edlcted day and no Nuehultaws! The 
people began to grumble. Swne of them were 
now saying the old man was a false alarmist. 

By late afternoon there was a hostility 
building up against the old man. He had 
caused them all fo lose a day of their usual 
occupations. Whether It was fishing or carv¬ 
ing or weaving they could certainly have spent 
it more usefully than watching ftor a non¬ 
existent enemy. They turned toward the fright¬ 
ened old man. 

But there p-as at leost one who still be¬ 
lieved in the prophecy of Raven. He had kept 
watching the aea to the north and suddenly 


saw a canoe appear on the horizon. Before 
hejcould shout "Nuehultaws!" it been Jo.ned 
-b^^thers. 

Boon a fair-si;;^ raiding party c<>uhl be 
.«ccp coming towaid their village. The people 
hid. the tension mounting once again. Only 
It was sure now. There wa.s that difference. 
This was the real thing. They waitcxl in sdence 
for the Impending attack. 

However—it did not come. At the command 
of the war chief in the lead canoe the Nuchul- 
Inws stopped paddling. Instincts that are 
keenest in the primitive warned h*Tn. There 
were no women gothetiitg shell fish or chil¬ 
dren on the beach Not even a canoe had been 
left in sight. Something was definitely amiss. 
With little more pause the Nuehultaws turned 
tbeir canoes around and headed back the wav 
they had come It was the enaleat battle for 
their lives Ihe Comouca of Hornby Islattd had 
e\er fought. 

That night there was a potlatch at which 
the old man was the guest of honor It was 
tike winning a sweepstake. He wcMild never 
have to w'orr>- again. He would be locked upon 
as a man of high honor for the rest of his 
days. 

Time on a holiday is a different kind from 
any other It goes at least twdee as fast. We 
wen* in the ferry lire up to go back In Denman 
Inland and it seemed as if we had Just arrived. 
The car-trailer combination ahead of us had 
trouble at the other end of the ferry run. It 
lackknifed. dropping Ihe trailer.into the water. 
Wc shuddered at the thought of our turn which 
was coming up next. But we were glad we 
weie tent type campers and not trailer fvpe. 

All the way across I couldn't help thinking 
about that old man How did he find out 
abniit the Nuchultaw attack* Did he have some 
mysterious human informer who was nev-er 
brought to light? Or rouM he reallv under¬ 
stand the language of Raven? One th ng is 
rcriain.*’it » so far back in the past now that 
we'll never knowr. 

A raven flew over the ferry heailine bai*k 
to where we had Juat come from to Hornby 
) Island. Its lonely croaking had a eery sound 
as it moved gracefully on black, eagle^hke 
wings. - Could a man -say. one who lived much 
closer to nature than any of tw In modern 
times eould even Imagine- couM he learn to 
decipher that raven talk?

'Hw tect: over the 18 years the High¬ 
way was kept at peak efficiency by the loyalty 
af thouiindi of dviliaaa and aoldiera who 
worked brelamly—at times under fearful con¬ 
ditions -at their multitude of jobe 

The Northwest Highway Systan was funda- 
mcniayy a feat of military englnetaing. in the 
sense of a continuing drive to ensure the high¬ 
way was kept open, eonatawtly improved. All 
Una. II muse be added, on a tightly eoniroited 
auinual budget. This wa^ the achievement of 
the Royal Ouiadian Eldgtneem. with atiang 
and unwaveri n g aaaiats from other corps of 
Uie Canadian Army practising their own spe- 
aial akdls. 

The Northwori Highway Syatora calird hy 
ane of da eomwaaderi “the finest gravel raad 
in the wtwid**— ona ko a for 1.2X1 mileo from 
Dawson Creek, B.C. fMtie Zeroi north and 
west to the Tubon-Alaate boundary iMile 
1221). II passaa ttirough five nwunUin rangex, 
over IIB bridgas of varying aieeH and o^er 
some 6.000 cuh/aets. And the prrv-erse per 
nonahty of the highway means that each 
bridge and culvert can and does act up in 
a differeni wuy^not foal each year, but a 
differem way every year. 

Addilional aceondary tasks for the ay'stem 
were the mainteaanre of a total of 134 miles 
of rood between the hlii^lisray and airn«4ds at 
Port Nelsofi.

Nature's set piece attack im man's intrusion 
hita the wikiernaas usually comas in early 
Juiw. Then the peculiar alluvial nature of the 
rivets and stieums fed by mountain glaciers 
^^reotok Hash floods that simply appear out 
•f the forest sweeping trees and boulders 
ahead of them and washing out sections of tiie 
road in minaiee. 

'Thww nvers do not beliave hke ordinary 
rivers. They are wild, tricky and highly un¬ 
certain. They aometimea 1(^ like trickling 
cun'ents ihrough milewkde bootder-atiewn val- 
ley.s. but they cun boom into bank-full tonenta 
anthm a few hours aa the glacier s meli ot iwin 
falls on the mouniaioa nearby." 

The effect of this on culverts and bridges 
Can be imagined. A story ia toM of a touring 
couple from San Frana«co whooe car becsme 
s(u^ in a soft shoulder over a cuiveH. Ttie > 
man and his wife Wt to get help frocn a ne.ir- 
by tourisi lodge. When the> returned, .«ome 
IS feet at toad had tbsappesred and their car 
wwa twa Riilea demnstream. 

Along with the washout curse ia the land- 
shde when whole sections of a hill change 
hMsiion. taking pari« of the road along wiih 
them 

Thew "act* of Gad" kept maintenance 
crews and crash crews on thrir toes year in 
and year dbt oser Ihe 18 years ttwt the Cana¬ 
dian Army ran "the road." 

*n»e North country attacked the Northwest 
Highwat System in many ways. In the July 
19^ edition of the Canadian Army Journal an 
amcHe in the Royal Canadian EIngineers nee- 
tion noting the tenth anniversary of the Cana¬ 
dian takeover showed a photograph'Of a 2.130- 
fom siwpi-tision bridge over the PfWoe River 
at Mde 3>3. ten miln south of Fort St. John 


in northeastern British Columbia. It was the 
pioudevt on the highway, built by US. Army 
engineers in 1M2. Just a year and two months 
lain H was a ci umpled ^lati vk-ltm of a bind- 
altde that wrenched out of position a 23.000 
ton cable anchor. 


This unprecedented highway dose-down re¬ 
sulted in what IS prabably the most lamotis 
end run in Ihe history of the Corps of Royal 
Canadian Engineers. A seven mile dlverwon* 
ary route was quickly constructed, using the 
Pacific Great Eastern Railway bridge three 
miles upstream. The diversion involved build¬ 
ing a 400 foot trestle bridge over the tributary 
Pine Riv’er which was later converted to a 500- 
foot high ievci Bailey bridge. 

Until the magnificent new canliloer I^ce 
River Bridge was opened lo traffic at the same 
site as the ill-fated one in January. LOGO, trains, 
trucks and cars obeyed the slop lighLn on the 
pbnked-over ties of the PGE. 

Extreme conditions of snow and cold am 
the most-remembered feelures of hfe on the 
highway to any soldier whs has been potoed 
here. A recorded tow of P36 degrees bek>w 
lero exists for Snag on Ihe northern stretch. 
Temperatures al 33 lo S3 degrees below aei-o * 
are not uncommon and can continue for days 
al a time. Snowfall van* al different psuTa 
of Ihe highway but presents a constant winter 
problem, especiaiiy during heavy bliazar^. In 
many sections permafroM adds to Ihe rom- 
plexitles ^ highway eacwtruction and main¬ 
tenance And in apring come« the corollar\ of 
^be toller cold when ice h'oeks - some have 
been known lo weigh up to 100 Ions- coma 
•urging down the rivers to s'am agairwf pters 
Of bridgeo with terrific iorcr.

Depending upon drainage the rood can farm

A fimiler coincidence is 
not NkHy to occur again." 

This if not quite correct, 

iince Seymour was not a gov¬ 
ernor until he was sworn In 
•ome days latM. 

Kennedy had not br*n Imf 

here, and everyone osa taUcinc 
about him. He drove about the 

street! and over the featooned 

brtdgee from hU qiuarters in the 
•t. Georse Hotel and delegatkona 
called to weicome him, hla wife 
and two daughlena Douglas wm 
ttrod of it ail. and pUnninf a 
trip to Europe, and he Mayed 
targely out of the way. Seymour 
ws! largely ignored white he 
walled in Victoria for Ma swear¬ 
ing-in at New Weatminster. 

The CeioaM sent a reporter 
there So tril of the Seymour eere- 
monie!. He signed his article 
and the heading on it was 
■Coedp from New Weatminater." 
Here are some of the highlights 
from a racy, goaaipy article, re¬ 
flecting Vlctorlana* feelingt for 
fnr New WfOtmlnster. caQed by 
them an upstart town, a town of 
stumps; 

“Great excttement was manl- 
feeted by ail ciaaaee . . . H.M.S. 
FWward. with the new governor, 
came tT>h> view ... a great crowd 
rustled down to the wharf. 'Rie 
gunboat steamed slowly, very 
flowly up abre ast of the wharf, 
and there stopped, a btUe way out 
ki the river, as if to tantalize the 
expectant and denae crowd on the 
wrharf. She csune in at last and 
Mr. Chief Juaticc (Matthew) Beg- 
hie and the other heads trf the 
departments of government went 
on board to receive the long«x- 
pected and welcome governor. 

"Mr. Begbie introduced moat 
af them, but seme, with excellent 
taste, came and shook him warmly 
by the hand, without waiting for 
the uaf^esa ceremony of Introduc¬ 
tion ** 

Protocol Vndone 

And then a teirlhle faux pas 
sma made: “Much amusement was 
caused ... by one or two of the 
officials mbtaking the governor's 
butler and valet for his chaplain 
and secretary. They were most 
polite to them and in fact quite 
charmed the servants, who ex- 
pressed much astonishment at the 
uihantty of the gMtIemen in 
Brilbh Ooiumbia.'* 

New Wentmlnaler's chief magla- 
tvale seems not to have been too 
happy. 'The address of welcome 
read by the mayor, who looked 
a* If he would much prefer being' 
under the wharf than on It.'*

offidaklom: *The city grand¬ 
mothers, as they are popularly 
termed here, aere very conspicu¬ 
ous In the proceeslon. not from 
any appearance of dignity, but 
from tMr scarred appearances, 
two of them having b^n lately 
engaged in the manly art of self- 
defence, and a third is a profeasor 
in the same art .. 

“Some of the more favored 
ladies were sealed immediately be¬ 
hind the governor—who was sup- 
purled on one side by Mr. Begbia 
and by Peilew Ciease on lha 
other. Mr. Begbie commenced 
the proceedings by reacting Mr. 
Seymour s ocmuniaMon in a clear 
and suncMous voice. 

People Disappointed 

‘The new governor then 
inarched down the steps, very 
mtich disappointing the crowd 
who expected an oration, or at 
least a few words; but no, off 
went HU Exccfiency, and ott 
went the Volunteers and Hyacks 
after him; the latter puiUng along 
their engine to put the governor'■ 
dgar out in cue he should happen 
to light one. The Volunteers 
stopped in front of Mr. Crease's 
residence, snd the 39 who turned 
out were right royally regaled 
with one bottle of gin by Mr. 
Crease. Oh, yee. theie was also a 
bucket of water." 

Then it wm all over, and “the 
governor, bowing to the officials 
passed into hU house and was 
aeen no more by vulgar eyaa that 
day." 

Looking down his nose, the re¬ 
porter added: TTie usual amount 
of tlfhtneas prevailed after the 
pr o cee di ngs.'’ 

Victoria had no reason In those 
days to sneer at Nea Weotmln- 
aler and acoff at prominent peopie 
who engaged in fisticuffs. While 
local people a-ere anickerlng at 
New Westmlnaler dty “grand- 
mother!" who had been engaged in 
d>e "manly art," what do you sup¬ 
pose was going on in Victoria? 

The Chronicle reported: "Last 
evening ... a most dlsgracefui en¬ 
counter occurred on Fort Street 
between Altorney-Graeral Cary 
and Mr James McLaughlin . . . 
Bad blood had existed between the 
two for sometime, which was in¬ 
creased by MrLaughUn calling 
• Cary a 'puppy'. The two met at 
the corner of Douglas and Port, 
where aords passed snd Qiry 
threw his law book at McLaughlin. 
The latter retabaied by wringing 
the attorney-general's noae, snd 
spitting in his face. 

“Later . . . McLaughlin . .. wu 
approached by Cary, who threw 
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his law book on the sidewalk and 
struck hire with the butt of a 
hunting whip. McLaughlin knocked 
the attorney general down with his 
fiat and belabored him until taken 
off by Mr. Green. Subsequently^ 
the attorney-general passed som^ 
time valn^ searching bn the 
gutter tor a nugget which he had 
loaC during the scuffle. Was that 
the only thing of value he had 
lose?"

at Messrs. Watson and Romback'i^

and six inches wkle and tour 
Inches in height, and la con¬ 
structed ot 10 different kinds oC 
wood, indigeniMa to the island, 
viz; oak. nrwpie, yew, cypress, red 
cedar, while cedar, dogvraod. yei- 
low pine, pitch pine and fir. 

Tt is heavily mounted and 
ornamented with Cariboo gold, 
rearing on tour maasive gold 
dolphliM, richly chased; eaA 
corner Is decorated with a carved 
shield, one of which bears the 
arms of the colony a beaver and 
pine rone — and the Other three 
the Crcies of St. George, the Creea 
of St. Andrw and the Harp of 
Erin.

“On the centre ot the ttd Is a 
very handsome circular plate, 
containing Sir Jamea Douglas' 
crest — a dragon in flame, on a 
chapeau encirtded by a wreath of 
thistles, in from of which is a 
sataher plate with the monogram 
'J.D.' The tvhoie caakal is bound 
with fokf and is lined with pink 
satin edged wilh gold. 

“On the inner aide ef the M to 
a silver plate bearing the loscrip- 
hon. 'Presented to Sir James Doug¬ 
las. KCS. wilh an address front the 
inhabitants of Vancouver Island on 
hla retirement from the govern¬ 
ment of the eotony, March, 1864.' 

“Upwards of IS oa. of goid 
have been used on the casket, and 
the workmanship will cost MOO. 
The value of the casket complete 
wUi be 1700. 

“TTte foMwork is by Meaars. 
Wation and Rocnhack, and the 
woodwork by Mr. Jeffteyt; the de¬ 
sign is by Meear* Wright and 
Sanders arehitFcts.**
